Obama woos young voters 
with student loan program 



DENVER (AFP) - US Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama yesterday 
dwelt upon his own struggles 
with student debt, as he laid 
out a plan to ease the burden of 
college loans and reached out 
to young voters in key swing 
state. The president said he and 
his wife spent years paying off 
a combined student debt load 
of $120,000. 

"This is something Michelle 
and I know about first hand. 
I’ve been in your shoes. We did 
not come from a wealthy fam¬ 
ily," Obama told students at the 
University of Colorado. 

" We didn't even own our 
own home. We were able to 
land good jobs with a steady 
income. But it still took us al¬ 
most 10 years to finally pay off 
all our student debt." 

"We want you in school.

But we shouldn't saddle you 
with debt when you're starting 
off," Obama said, referring to 
the high fees, in the tens of 
thousands of dollars a year, 
many US students face on the 
way to a degree. 

Obama's plan, to be enacted 
by executive order, will mean 
payments would go down for 
1.6 million Americans who are 
stuck with student loan debt, 
officials said. It allows gradu¬ 
ates to cap their loan payments 
at 10 percent of their income - 
- a measure which had origi¬ 
nally been due to come into 
force in 2014, but will now be 
available two years early. 

The administration also 
plans to consolidate student 
loans so that borrowers do not 
have to make repayments to 
multiple lenders each month.

The official public 
schedule begins in Oranjes¬ 
tad tomorrow morning when 
they arrive with their en¬ 
tourage at 9:45, and after a 
formal welcome and ritual in¬ 
spection of an Honor Guard 
of the Royal Dutch Marines 
and the Aruba Militia, will re¬ 
tire into the Government 
House to meet Ministers and 
Parliamentarians. 

The festive event at the 
Linear Park will take place 
from 3:00 to 6:00 PM with 
display booths showcasing 
the diverse cultures of many 
of Aruba’s expatriate com¬ 
munities; Chinese, Filipino, 
Indian and people of the Do¬ 



minican Republic, among 
others, will be demonstrating 
their food, handicrafts, music 
and performing arts. The park 
will be closed for a private 
event from 4:30 to 6:30 PM. 

On the final day of her 
visit, HRM Queen Beatrix 
will be escorted to Arikok 
National Park early in the 
morning, followed by a tour 
of the “Bo Bario” beautifica¬ 
tion project taking place in 
the Juwana Morto neighbor¬ 
hood of San Nicolas. She and 
HRH Princess Maxima will 
visit the headquarters of 
“Fundacion Hende Muhe den 
Dificultad” (Foundation for 
Battered Women) in the after¬ 
noon while the Prince of 
Orange addresses the Aruba 


Green Energy Conference at 
the Renaissance Convention 
Center. In the early evening 
they will board a plane for 
Bonaire. 

The visit is a proud and 
exciting time for islanders, 
and Arubans and the govern¬ 
ment hope to see visitors 
enjoy this special occasion, 
but also beg their patience for 
the various traffic tie-ups and 
interruption to the island’s 
normal tranquility it will il¬ 
licit.

They are working diligently to 
come up to date. They are at¬ 
tending to those with the 
longest wait time. They under¬ 
stand the importance of getting 
these petitions executed as ef¬ 
ficiently and as timely as pos¬ 
sible so as to guarantee the 
continuation of the develop¬ 
ments in the labor and job mar¬ 
kets. 

The DPL team is working 
overtime and even on the 
weekend to comply with the 
demand and to work away the 
buildup of overdue petitions. 

There is a great deal of 
work involved in each of these 
petitions. They require much 
administrative processing. The 
department expressed their sin¬ 
cere apology for the delay. 
They believe that within about 
4 weeks they should have 
everything completely under 
control and be able to function 
normally. 

The DPL also wants to re¬ 
mind those who have submit¬ 
ted a petition to Admissions 
that only the employer or his 
representative who is legally 
authorized in writing, to sub¬ 
mit and/or collect documents 
from the DPL or Department 
of Admissions. 

There is a prescribed man¬ 
ner for submitting a petition to 
DPL. The process includes an 
analysis of the local market to 
ascertain if there are qualified 
and capable persons available 
and willing to work. This sur¬ 
vey is conducted by the De¬ 
partment of Mediation and 
Re-integration (Job Center). If 
indeed there are no candidates 
available, only then the em¬ 
ployer is permitted to submit a 
petition at the office of Admis¬ 
sion. 

Then there are certain spe¬ 
cific requirements that the em¬ 
ployer must comply with in 
order to submit a petition for a 
foreign employee. 

One of the requirements is 
that the employer must also 
submit, together with the peti¬ 
tion, proof of proficiency by 
means of an authentic diploma, 
certificate, and/or notarized 
letters of recommendation. 

The Department of Admis¬ 
sion is open for receiving peti¬ 
tions providing these comply 
with all the prescribed legal re¬ 
quirements and after the local 
market has been surveyed. 

The days of deceiving the 
Department and of playing 
games is over. Everything pro¬ 
ceeds now efficiently, strictly, 
honestly and in the sincere in¬ 
terest of all parties 
involved.. .the employer, 
prospective employee and the 
Aruban labor market!

ERCIS (AFP) - Desperate sur¬ 
vivors of Turkey’s devastating 
earthquake looted truckloads 
of aid supplies as Prime Min¬ 
ister Recep Tayyip Erdogan 
acknowledged failures yester¬ 
day in the relief effort.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
authorities slapped a US Virgin 
Islands company yesterday 
with a record $4.5 million in 
total fines for trading in thou¬ 
sands of pounds of protected 
black coral in the United 
States.

Libya interim 
ruler urges 
NATO to stay 
till year end 

DOHA (AFP) - Libya's interim 
leader Mustafa Abdel Jalil yes¬ 
terday urged NATO to continue 
its Libya campaign until year's 
end, saying loyalists of slain 
despot Moamer Kadhafi still 
pose a threat to the country. 

Abdel Jalil's comments, 
made at a Doha conference of 
military allies of his National 
Transitional Council (NTC), 
came a day after Kadhafi's 
body was buried in secret 
under cover of darkness after 
being displayed in public for 
four days. 

"We hope (NATO) will 
continue its campaign until at 
least the end of this year to 
serve us and neighbouring 
countries," NTC chairman 
Abdel Jalil told the Conference 
of Friends Committee. 

This request is aimed at 
"ensuring that no arms are in¬ 
filtrated into those countries 
and to ensure the security of 
Libyans from some remnants 
of Kadhafi's forces who have 
fled to nearby countries," he 
added. 

The NTC is also seeking 
help from NATO in "develop¬ 
ing Libya's defence and secu¬ 
rity systems," Abdel Jalil told 
the conference. 

UN envoy Ian Martin told 
the Security Council that inter¬ 
national inspectors need to 
visit hundreds of suspected 
weapons stockpiles in Libya 
amid growing fears that huge 
numbers of shoulder-fired mis¬ 
siles have been looted. 

He also said said that new 
previously undeclared sites for 
storing chemical weapons had 
been uncovered since the fall 
of Kadhafi's government. 

Kadhafi's regime had "ac¬ 
cumulated the largest known 
stockpile of anti-aircraft mis¬ 
siles," Martin said. 

"Thousands were destroyed 
during NATO operations. But 
I have to report to you our in¬ 
creasing concerns over the 
looting and likely proliferation 
of MANPADS," or Man-Por¬ 
table Air Defence Systems, 
Martin said.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Niger 
has an obligation to co-operate 
in bringing to justice Libyan 
fugitives Seif al-Islam and Ab¬ 
dullah al-Senussi, wanted by 
the International Criminal 
Court, a court spokesman said 
yesterday. 

"There is definitely an obli¬ 
gation on Niger to co-operate

The unstable future of a 
world full of men 


— (AFP) As the global popula¬ 
tion hits seven billion, experts 
are warning that skewed gen¬ 
der ratios could fuel the emer¬ 
gence of volatile "bachelor 
nations" driven by an aggres¬ 
sive competition for brides. 

The precise consequences 
of what French population ex¬ 
pert Christophe Guilmoto calls 
the "alarming demographic 
masculinisation" of countries 
such as India and China as the 
result of sex-selective abortion 
remain unclear. 

But many demographers 
believe the resulting shortage 
of adult women over the next 
50 years will have as deep and 
pervasive an impact as climate 
change. 

The statistics behind the 
warnings are grimly com¬ 
pelling. 

Nature provides an un¬ 
bending biological standard for 
the sex ratio at birth of 104- 
106 males to every 100 fe¬ 
males. Any significant 
divergence from that narrow 
range can only be explained by 
abnormal factors. 

In India and Vietnam the 
figure is around 112 boys for 
every 100 girls. In China it is 
almost 120 to 100 — and in 
some places higher than 130. 

And the trend is spreading: 
to regions like the South Cau¬ 
casus, where Azerbaijan, Geor¬ 
gia and Armenia all post birth 
ratios of more than 115 to 100, 
and further west to Serbia and 
Bosnia. 

Global awareness of the 


problem was raised back in 
1990 with an article by the 
Nobel prize-winning Indian 
economist Amartya Sen that 
carried the now famous title: 
"More Than 100 Million 
Women Are Missing." 

Demographers say that fig¬ 
ure is now more than 160 mil¬ 
lion — women selected out of 
existence by the convergence 
of traditional preferences for 
sons, declining fertility and, 
most crucially, the prevalence 
of cheap prenatal sex-determi¬ 
nation technology. 

As many as half a million 
female foetuses are estimated 
to be aborted each year in 
India, according to a study by 
British medical journal The 
Lancet. 

"Earlier villagers had to go 
to the city to get a sonogram 
(ultrasound)," said Poonam 
Muttreja, executive director of 
the non-profit Population 
Foundation of India. "Today 
sonographers are going into 
the villages to cater to people 
who want sons." 

Even if the sex ratio at birth 
returned to normal in India and 
China within 10 years, Guil¬ 
moto says men in both coun¬ 
tries would still face a 
"marriage squeeze" for 
decades to come. 

"Not only would these men 
have to marry significantly 
older, but this growing mar¬ 
riage imbalance would also 
lead to a rapid rise in male 
bachelorhood... an important 
change in countries where al¬

most everyone used to get 
married," he said. 

How that change might 
manifest itself is hotly debated, 
although nearly everyone 
agrees there is no foreseeable 
upside. 

Some forecast an increase 
in polyandry and sex tourism, 
while others predict cata¬ 
clysmic scenarios with the rise 
of male-surplus societies 
where sexual predation, vio¬ 
lence and conflict are the 
norm. 

Sex-selective abortion is il¬ 
legal in both China and India, 
but officials say the law is in¬ 
credibly difficult to enforce.

Insomnia linked to higher heart 
attack risk 



— (AFP) As if you didn't have 
enough to worry about during 
those sleepless nights, a Nor¬ 
wegian study suggests that 
people with insomnia face a 27 
to 45 percent higher risk of 
heart attack. 

"Sleep problems are com¬ 
mon and fairly easy to treat," 
said Lars Erik Laugsand, lead 
researcher from the Norwe¬ 
gian University of Science and 
Technology Department of 
Public Health in Trondheim. 

"So it's important that peo¬ 
ple are aware of this connec¬ 
tion between insomnia and 
heart attack and talk to their 
doctor if they're having symp¬ 
toms." 

Over the next 11 years, re¬ 
searchers identified 2,368 peo¬ 
ple who had their first heart 
attacks, via hospital records 
and Norway's National Cause 
of Death Registry. 


After adjusting for factors 
such as age, sex, marital status, 
education level, blood pres¬ 
sure, cholesterol, diabetes, 
weight, exercise, shift work, 
depression and anxiety, re¬ 



searchers found the highest 
boost in risk among the most 
troubled sleepers. 

When they compared data 
from people who said they 
usually slept fine to people 
who said they had trouble 
falling asleep almost daily 
over the course of the last 
month, they saw a 45 percent 
higher risk in the sleepless 
group. 

Those who said they could 
fall asleep but not stay asleep 
all night showed a 30 percent 
higher risk of heart attack than 
the group that slept well.

(AFP) -IBM Corp. ushered in 
the first female CEO in the 
company’s 100-year history. 

Virginia “Ginni” Rometty, a 
veteran at the technology giant 
famous for its conservative 
corporate culture, will take 
over as CEO from Sam 
Palmisano, IBM announced. 

Palmisano has been CEO 
for nearly a decade and turned 
60 this year. He will stay on as 
chairman. 

Rometty, 54, takes over on 
Jan. 1. She is currently in 
charge of sales and marketing 
at the company based in Ar- 
monk, New York. 

After she takes over the 
helm at IBM, women will be in 
charge of two of the world’s 
largest technology companies. 
Last month, Meg Whitman 
was named CEO of Hewlett- 



Packard Co. Whitman had pre¬ 
viously joined eBay Inc. when 
it was a fledgling startup dur¬ 
ing the dot-com boom and 
guided it to become an Inter¬ 
net auction powerhouse. She 
also ran unsuccessfully for 
California governor last year. 

While Whitman’s HP is a 
sprawling company in disar¬ 


ray, Rometty will inherit a 
finely tuned IBM whose focus 
on the high-margin businesses 
of technology services and 
software has helped it thrive. 

IBM’s move was unex¬ 
pected. Palmisano had tamped 
down earlier talk of his retire¬ 
ment, insisting that he wanted 
to stay on as chief In rare pub¬ 
lic comments, he said last year 
that he was “not going any¬ 
where” and that there’s no for¬ 
mal policy at IBM dictating 
when a CEO should retire. 

Palmisano in a statement 
said that Rometty has led some 
of IBM’s most important busi¬ 
nesses, and was instrumental 
in the formation of IBM’s busi¬ 
ness services division. 

She is “more than a superb 
operational executive,” 

Palmisano said. 


TOKYO(AFP)- Former screen 
siren Brigitte Bardot has 
joined forces with militant en¬ 
vironmentalists to call on 
Japan to halt its "campaign of 
death" in the annual Antarctic 
whale hunt. 

In a letter to Japanese 
Prime Minister Yoshihiko 
Noda, the sixties sex kitten 
said it was "indecent" for the 
Japanese government to be 
spending an additional $27 
million on beefed-up security 
for this year's hunt. 

"Whales are endangered 
and each animal killed is a 
crime against biodiversity," 
said the French actress, who 
heads the Brigitte Bardot 
Foundation. 

Earlier this month, Tokyo 
announced that the whaling 
fleet would be protected in 
Antarctic waters by a naval es¬ 
cort in a bid to fend off harass¬ 
ment from groups such as Sea 
Shepherd, which pursues the 
boats. 

Bardot said it was perverse 
to be spending money on shel¬ 
tering whalers at a time when 
"the international community 


has come to the aid of the vic¬ 
tims of the tsunami" that hit the 
northeast of Japan on March 
11. 

The one-time pin-up said 
her foundation had helped to 
buy a new vessel for Sea 
Shepherd to boost the cam¬ 
paign to stop the Japanese 
"fleet of death" this year. 

"The Sea Shepherd fleet 
will be there with my friend, 
Captain Paul Watson at the 
helm of the trimaran The 
Brigitte Bardot in the fight 
against the brigands and the 
murderers of the sea," she 
said. 

Commercial whaling is 
banned under an international 
treaty but Japan uses a loop¬ 
hole to carry out "lethal re¬ 
search" on the creatures in the 
name of science. 

It makes no secret of the 
fact that whale meat from this 
research ends up on dinner ta¬ 
bles and in restaurants. 

Sea Shepherd, a US-based 
outfit, claimed a victory of 
sorts earlier this year when 
Japan cut short its hunt by a 
month after repeated harass¬ 
ment from the group, having 
caught around a fifth of its tar¬ 
get. 

Activists have pursued the 
fleet through Antarctic waters, 
hurled stink bombs and tried 
their best to obstruct the hunt, 
which they say is commercial 
and has no basis in science. 

She said the government 
should use the $27 million that 
it intends to spend on protect¬ 
ing the whaling fleet to help 
people affected by the tsunami 
and to "come to the aid of ani¬ 
mals condemned to die in ter¬ 
rible conditions." 


Cyber attacks hit Japan 
diplomatic missions 


TOKYO (AFP) - Computers at 
several of Japan's overseas 
diplomatic missions have been 
hit by cyber attacks, a report 
said Wednesday, just a day 
after it was revealed the coun¬ 
try's parliament had been tar¬ 
geted. 

Computers at embassies 
and consulates in nine coun¬ 
tries were infected with viruses 
in the summer, the Yomiuri 
Shimbun said, citing unnamed 
sources. 

An official for the foreign 
ministry said no classified in¬ 
formation had been stolen and 
there appeared to be nothing 
out of the ordinary about the 


viruses. 

He said the infections had 
been found in the ministry's In¬ 
ternet-capable open systems, 
while diplomatic secrets are 
handled in a closed system. 

The Yomiuri said the coun¬ 
tries where infection was 
found included France, the 
Netherlands, Myanmar, the 
United States, Canada, China 
and South Korea. 

The paper said the infection 
included a "backdoor" vims, 
which opens a route into a 
computer's system to allow ac¬ 
cess by a remote hacker, who 
could use it to steal data. 

On Tuesday the Asahi 


Shimbun reported that com¬ 
puters in the lower house of 
parliament were hit by cyber 
attacks from a server based in 
China that left information ex¬ 
posed for at least a month. 

That revelation came after 
a probe began into attacks on 
defence contractor Mitsubishi 
Heavy, which the Asahi on 
Monday said could have re¬ 
sulted in the theft of informa¬ 
tion on military aircraft and 
nuclear power plants. 

China has been accused of 
spearheading online attacks on 
government agencies and 
companies, allegations Beijing 
has always denied.

Global regulators tighten 


EU agrees bank recapitalisation plan home loan standards 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Euro¬ 
pean Union leaders agreed 
yesterday a plan to recapitalise 
banks so they can withstand 
the debt crisis, but the deal is 
contingent on the eurozone 
adopting a full package to pro¬ 
tect the euro. 

"We made good progress on 
the bank recapitalisation, that 
wasn’t watered down, it now 
has been agreed," British 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron said after a meeting 
of the 27-nation EU, which 
preceded talks among the eu¬ 
rozone’s 17 leaders. 

"It will only go ahead when 
the other parts of the full pack¬ 
age go ahead and further 
progress on that needs to hap¬ 
pen tonight," Cameron told re¬ 
porters. 

With fears growing that the 
eurozone debt drama will turn 
into a banking system melt¬ 
down, European leaders want 
the banks to boost their core 
capital buffers so they can ab¬ 
sorb expected losses on their 
holdings of Greek debt. 

But eurozone negotiators 
were struggling to convince 
banks to accept a write down 


of at least 50 percent, with 
bankers offering 40 percent in¬ 
stead. 

"We discussed the situation 
and all leaders stressed their 
common resolve to do their ut¬ 
most to overcome the crisis 
and to help face, in a spirit of 
solidarity, the challenges con¬ 
fronting the European Union 
and the Euro area," EU presi¬ 
dent Herman Van Rompuy 
said. 

"Short term recapitalisation 
is needed in the current excep¬ 
tional circumstances to create 
a temporary buffer allowing 
the banking system to with¬ 
stand shocks in a reliable man¬ 
ner," he said in a statement. 

In a summit statement, EU 
leaders said measures to re¬ 
store confidence in Europe’s 
banks "are urgently needed 
and are necessary in the con¬ 
text of strengthening pruden¬ 
tial control of the EU banking 
sector." 

They declared a "broad 
agreement" for banks to in¬ 
crease their core Tier 1 capital 
ratio to 9.0 percent of assets by 
June 30, 2012 — this is two 
percentage points higher and 



seven years earlier than under 
new international banking 
rules recently agreed in the 
Basel III regulators accord. 

Banks must first try to raise 
funds through "private sources 
of capital, including through 
restructuring and conversion of 
debt to equity instruments." 

Until the target is reached, 
the statement said, "banks 
should be subject to constraints 
regarding the distribution of 
dividends and bonus pay¬ 
ments." 

Governments should pro¬ 
vide aid if necessary, the doc¬ 
ument says. But if such aid is 
impossible among eurozone 
nations, the bloc's bailout fund, 
the European Financial Stabil¬ 
ity Facility, could provide the 
money. 

The declaration is devoid of 
any monetary figures but EU 
sources said recapitalisation 
would amount to 108 billion 
euros ($150 billion) — al¬ 
though the precise amount 
needed will depend on how 
much Greek debt the banks are 
willing to write off. 


GENEVA (AFP) - Global re¬ 
gulators yesteray proposed 
tighter standards on mortgage 
lending in a bid to avoid a re¬ 
peat of the US sub-prime home 
loan crisis that sparked the 
2008 financial crisis. 

"As the global crisis 
demonstrated, the conse¬ 
quences of weak residential 
mortgage underwriting prac¬ 
tices in one country can be 
transferred globally through 
securitisation of mortgages un¬ 
derwritten to weak standards," 
said the Financial Stability 
Board. 

"As such it is important to 
have sound underwriting prac¬ 
tices at the point at which a 
mortgage loan is originally 
made," the group of regulators 
from the 24 most advanced 
economies said. 

Among standards to be im¬ 
posed include a requirement 
that lenders make "reasonable 
inquiries" and steps to verify a 
borrower's repayment capabil¬ 
ity. 

When establishing the 
amount of loan to be approved, 
lenders should ensure that 
there is sufficient allowance

The new standards are 
under consultation until De¬ 
cember 9, 2011. 

The US sub-prime crisis 
erupted in August 2007 when 
many low-income home ow¬ 
ners could no longer keep up 
mortgage payments on their 
property, partly because inte¬ 
rest rates were rising and partly 
because they had taken out 
loans with built-in incremental 
increases in repayments. 

In many cases, the borro¬ 
wers found themselves with 
loans that they were unable to 
service. It also emerged that 
some lenders granted such 
loans on the basis of false or 
weak documentation. 

The resulting loan defaults 
quickly had widespread reper¬ 
cussions because lenders had 
repackaged the loans, and the 
repayment streams, under a 
system known as securitisa¬ 
tion. 

In the process, low-grade 
assets, the risky loans, ac¬ 
quired higher grade credit ra¬ 
tings and were bought by 
investment funds and banks 
around the world. 

As default rates rose, these 
assets lost value dramatically, 
exposing their holders and 
leading to a collapse in the 
property and then financial 
markets.

Singer Amy Winehouse poisoned 
by alcohol: inquest 


LONDON (AFP) - Singer 
Amy Winehouse was more 
than five times over the British 
drink-drive limit when she 
died, an inquest heard Wednes¬ 
day, as a coroner delivered a 
verdict of death by misadven¬ 
ture. 

Winehouse, 27, was found 
dead at her London home on 
July 23 following years of al¬ 
cohol and drug addiction. 

The inquest, in London, 
was told she had suddenly 
drunk heavily after abstaining 
from alcohol for three weeks 
and was poisoned by alcohol. 

The singer had 416 mil¬ 


ligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of blood. The legal 
drink-drive limit is 80mg. 

Coroner Suzanne Green¬ 
way said: ’’She had consumed 
sufficient alcohol at 416mg per 
decilitre (of blood) and the un¬ 
intended consequence of such 
potentially fatal levels was her 
sudden and unexpected death.” 

Her father Mitch Wine¬ 
house has said that his daugh¬ 
ter made repeated attempts to 
quit alcohol but without any 
medical supervision. 

She rocketed to fame after 
winning five Grammy awards 
off the back of ’’Back to 


Black” and famously sang 
about her refusal to seek treat¬ 
ment for her addiction in her 
single "Rehab”. 

Police recovered three 
empty bottles of vodka, two 
large and one small, from her 
home. 

The inquest heard confir¬ 
mation that a post-mortem ex¬ 
amination of her body found 
her vital organs in good health 
and with no traces of illegal 
drugs. 

But the high level of alco¬ 
hol in her system probably 
stopped her breathing and 
plunged her into a coma. 


J ackson claimed propofol drip 
was safe, nurse tells court 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Michael Jackson begged to be 
given a propofol drip to help 
him sleep two months before 
he died, saying medics had as¬ 
sured him it was safe, a nurse 
told his doctor’s manslaughter 
trial. 

The King of Pop told nurse 
Cherilyn Lee, a holistic expert, 
that doctors had told him he 
could take the drug - a surgi¬ 
cal anesthetic — intravenously 
as long as he was monitored. 

’"The only medication that 
really helps me fall off to sleep 
right away is Diprivan’,” she 
quoted Jackson as saying, 
using a brand name for propo¬ 
fol, the drug which killed the 
singer. 


Lee told how she went to 
Jackson’s home on April 19, 
when the singer asked her to 
treat him with propofol by in¬ 
travenous (IV) drip because 
other treatments were not 
working. 

”He told me, ’Doctors have 
told me that it’s safe, I just 
need to be monitored’,” she 
told the Los Angeles Superior 
Court, adding that she refused 
to treat him with the drug, after 
learning that it was a surgical 
anesthetic. 

In a police interview played 
earlier during the five-week 
trial, Murray told how he tried 
to get Jackson to sleep from 
around 1:00 am, but failed and 
finally gave him 25 mg of 


propofol at 10:40 am. 

At some point after that he 
said he left for two minutes to 
go to the bathroom, and re¬ 
turned to the bedroom to find 
Jackson not breathing. 

Lee said the singer told her 
”’I want to be able to fall asleep 
easily so that I can get enough 
rest because I’m in the midst of 
doing a lot of work right now 
.. as soon as it gets into my 
vein I’m knocked out and I’m 
asleep’,” she quoted him as 
saying. 

In other developments,the 
trial judge banned defense 
lawyers from asking about Jack¬ 
son’s multimillion-dollar con¬ 
tract for his final concert series. 


US TV curmudgeon Rooney 
'stable' after surgery 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Andy 
Rooney, 92, a US television 
legend for his weekly rants on 
”60 Minutes,” is in stable con¬ 
dition after undergoing surgery 
not long after his final broad¬ 
cast, the CBS network said 
yesterday. 

’’Andy Rooney underwent 
minor surgery last week and 
suffered serious complica¬ 
tions,” CBS News said in a 
brief statement that did not 
specify the nature of the oper¬ 
ation. ’’The Rooney family 
asks that their privacy be re¬ 
spected at this difficult time.” 

Four-time Emmy winner 
Rooney targeted everything 


from politics to pennies in cur¬ 
mudgeonly three-minute es¬ 
says that concluded every 
edition of ”60 Minutes,” the 
longest running news maga¬ 
zine on US television. 

His 1,097th and final essay 
aired on October 2. 

”1 wish I could do this for¬ 
ever,” he said. ”1 can't, though. 
But I'm not retiring. Writers 
don't retire and I'll always be a 
writer.”

The British singer is 
openly gay, marrying his 
partner in 2005 after same- 
sex unions were legalised in 
Britain. 

Shahril is the chairman of 


the PAS youth wing of east¬ 
ern Pahang state. The casino 
resort lies on the border of the 
state, about an hour's drive 
from the capital Kuala 
Lumpur. 

An official from concert 
promoter Tune Live declined 
to comment. 

But the show, part of 
John's "Greatest Hits Tour," is 
expected to go ahead in the 
resort. John will be singing in 
Singapore before he comes to 
Malaysia and then go on to 
Jakarta. 

PAS often protests concert 
by Western acts, saying the 
artists promote a promiscu¬ 
ous lifestyle and corrupt 
youngsters' minds. 

But despite protest threats, 
most concerts have gone 
ahead without incidents 
though performers had to 
abide by strict rules, barring 
them from bearing too much 
skin and kissing on stage.

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LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
said billionaire NBA owners 
and millionaire players 
should think of their fans, be¬ 
moaning the labor dispute 
which has axed the start of 
the season. 

Obama, a hoops enthusi¬ 
ast, also warned that labor 
stoppages like the one which 
shuttered the National Bas¬ 
ketball Association could 
take some time to get over. 

The president, appearing 
on NBC's "Tonight Show 
with Jay Leno" compared the 
situation to the recent labor 
row in the NFL, which was 
solved before regular season 
games were cancelled. 

"We should be able to fig¬ 
ure out how to split a nine- 
billion-dollar pot so that our 
fans, who are allowing us to 
make all of this money, can 
actually have a good season," 
he said, paraphrasing the con¬ 
versation between NFL play¬ 
ers and owners. 

The first two weeks of the 
regular season — 100 games 
scheduled from November 1 - 
November 14 — have been 


lost as owners and players 
wrangle over a deal to replace 
the one that expired on July 
1, when owners locked out 
players. 

Further games have been 
in jeopardy since talks col¬ 
lapsed last week, with the 
sides still far apart on issues 
including division of rev¬ 
enues and a salary cap struc¬ 
ture. 

Meanwhile NBA clubs 
owners and players resumed 
talks on a new contract 
Wednesday afternoon. 

ESPN reported Wednes¬ 
day that the World All-Star 
Classic, a six-game global 
tour by Kobe Bryant, 
Dwyane Wade, Dwight 
Howard, Kevin Durant and 
other NBA stars, will begin 
Sunday in San Juan, Puerto 
Rico. 

Other games in the series, 
according to the report, will 
be November 1 and 2 at Lon¬ 
don's 02 Arena, November 6 
at Macau's Venetian Hotel 
Cotai Arena and November 8 
and 9 at Rod Laver Arena in 
Melbourne, Australia.

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Tennis; Wozniacki top of the world after 
Sharapova withdrawal

ISTANBUL (AFP) - Maria 
Sharapova’s season ended in 
disappointment on Wednesday 
as she saw her hopes of regain¬ 
ing the title at the WTA Cham¬ 
pionships after a seven year 


gap and of dethroning Caro¬ 
line Wozniacki as world num¬ 
ber one dashed because she is 
still feeling the effects of an 
ankle injury. 

The former Wimbledon, 
US Open and Australian Open 
champion from Russia an¬ 
nounced that she was with¬ 
drawing from the women’s 
tour’s flagship event after los¬ 
ing 7-6 (7/4), 6-4 to Li Na, the 
French Open champion from 
China. 

Her decision ensured that 
Denmark's Caroline Wozni¬ 
acki would become year-end 
world number one for the sec¬ 
ond successive year. 

However, the Dane was un¬ 
able to celebrate that with a 
victory as she was beaten 6-2, 


4-6, 6-3 by Vera Zvonareva, 
the Russian who finished last 
year in second place, although 
this result decides nothing. 

Provided Wozniacki beats 
Wimbledon champion Petra 
Kvitova on today, she will fin¬ 
ish the group with two wins 
and with a decent chance of 
qualifying for the semi-finals. 

Sharapova could still feel 
the ankle injury she sustained 
four weeks ago in Tokyo, de¬ 
spite a very spirited effort in a 
flawed but fine match against 
a revitalised Li. 

She always sought to take 
the initiative from the hard-hit¬ 
ting Sharapova, and her bold¬ 
ness contributed to her first 
win since August. 

It was also only Li's sev- 
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enth since making history in 
Paris in June by becoming the 
first Chinese player to win a 
Grand Slam singles title. 

Sharapova had points for a 
double break of serve and a 5- 
2 lead in the first set, and then 
led 4-0 in the tie-break, before 
Li fought back brilliantly. 

In the second set Sharapova 
trailed by two breaks but bat¬ 
tled back to earn three points 
for a double break back at 5-5 
before Li denied her and took 
the match. 

Sharapova said that two 
matches in as many days had 
tested her ankle to the limit. 

"But the ankle didn’t re¬ 
cover as well as I hoped after 
the first match," Sharapova 
said, referring to her loss on 
Tuesday to Samantha Stosur, 
the French Open champion 
from Australia. 

It means that Sharapova 
will not play her last group 
match on Friday against Victo¬ 


ria Azarenka, and that Marion 
Bartoli of France will take part 
in the tournament. 

That though may depend 
on there being no other with¬ 
drawals. 

The result was a big blow 
to the $5 million tournament, 
which lost its highest profile 
player, but a welcome conso¬ 
lation was the partial return to 
form of Li, who has had long 
lasting knee problems. 

Nevertheless Li looked 
very pleased to win, and if she 
wins again against Azarenka 
on Thursday, she will have a 
good chance of qualifying for 
the semi-finals. 

Azarenka, who won the 
title in Luxembourg last week, 
again showed herself in good 
form, by earlier outplaying 
Stosur 6-2, 6-2, and main¬ 
tained her one hundred percent 
winning record against the 
Australian.
